FAT AND FORTY. 


8ome Hint» For Stout Peopla Who 
Wish to Reduce In Weight. 
Getting fat means that there Is, 
physically speaking, either an exces­ 
sive income or a deficient outgo, or 
both. From this the remedy would ap­ 
pear simple. Theoretically it would be 
either to limit the income of fat pro­ 
ducing foods or, once they are eaten, 
burn them up and get rid of them, or 
both, and presto the change is made! 
In practice, however, after certain hab­ 
its of eating and living have been in­ 
dulged in for from thirty to forty years 
it is not always the easiest thing in the 
world to form new habits. Only those 
with abundance of will power will suc­ 
ceed. Jellyfish, with jellyfish back­ 
bones and jellyfish determinations, will 
usually go on resembling more and 
more the proverbial jellyfish or sack of 
meal in figure. 
There is little hope 
for them. 
For those who mean business, how­ 
ever, there is much hope. Much can be 
accomplished and much more prevent- j 
ed by observing the following sugges­ 
tions: Drink three glasses of hot wa­ 
ter, to which has been added half a . 
lemon, half an hour before eating 
breakfast 
For breakfast Indulge sparingly in 
baked apples, stewed prunes or similar 
fruit, 
omitting 
cereals, 
sugar 
and 
cream. Let dinner consist very largely 
of salads and vegetables, sucli as let­ 
tuce, 
tomatoes, 
turnips, 
cabbage, 
greens, spinach, celery, etc. Let sup­ 
per consist largely of the same things, 
being careful to avoid cakes, sweets, 
mushes, bread, especially fresh bread, 
or soggy biscuits. Hard toasted gra­ 
ham wheat bread may be tolerated in 
small amounts. 
For the best results it is highly es­ 
sential that bulky rather than nourish­ 
ing foods and laxative rather than con­ 
stipating foods be eaten. 
By all means live, work ar.d sleep in 
the open air. Bum up all excess avoir­ 
dupois possible by breathing exercises, 
by walking aiul by exercising rather 
severely every day. Get up “a good 
sweat” every <lgy. Avoid a sluggish, 
indolent, indifferent life and disposi­ 
tion. Be active mentally and physical­ 
ly. In other words, keep busy.

Scant Use of the Greek Word “Polis” 
In T o w n N om enclature. 
“Gallipoli, in the Dardanelles, Is pro­ 
nounced with the accent on the sec­ 
ond syllable,” said a college tutor, “but 
Gallipolis, the county seat of Gallia 
county, O., has been pronounced by the 
people there for a hundred, years or 
more ‘GaUipollee.* 
“Gallia county was settled by the 
French about 1788, who gave it the 
name the Romans gave to their coun­ 
try, and they mixed Rome and Greece 
for the name of their county seat, 
which thereupon became a good Amer­ 
ican name and has so remained to this 
day, which brings up the use of the 
Greek word “polls” in the construction 
of our town nomenclature. 
“In a country whose people are so 
fond of calling their towns, no matter 
how small, ‘cities’ it would seem that 
‘polis’ would be foremost iu our urban 
compounds; but, strangely enough, it is 
not so. As far as I can discover it is 
used only in Indianapolis, Minneapolis, 
Annapolis, 
Copperopolis, 
Metropolis, 
Kanopolis, Cosmopolis, Demopolis, Gal 
lipolis and Opolis. 
“Indianapolis, Ind., has a namesake 
In Oklahoma; Minneapolis, Minn., has 
one in Kansas and one in North Karo­ 
lina; Annapolis, Md., has one each in 
California, Illinois, Missouri and Ohio. 
California has a Copperopolis in addi­ 
tion to her Annapolis; Kansas has a 
Kanopolis and an Opolis in addition to 
her Minneapolis; Washington has Cos­ 
mopolis and Alabama Demopolis, while 
Nevada has a Metropolis, and Illinois 
has the same and an Annapolis. Final­ 
ly Ohio has Gallipolis, and it alone of 
all puts the accent on the last syllable, 
‘Gaill-pollce.’ 
There is but one Gul- 
llpoiis. 
“In all there are seventeen places in 
this country showing the Greek ‘polis’ 
iu their names.”—New York Sun.

matic Complications. 


In January, 1904, Mlrza All Asgar 
Khan, former grand vizier of Persia, 
was making a trip around the world 
and was booked to sail to Europe from 
New York. 
11 is attendance at the 
Gridiron club dinner in Washington 
was announced in the newspapers. 
What; happened at that banquet is 
thus dramatically described by Arthur 
Wallace Dunn in his book, “Gridiron 
N ights:” 
The grand vizier came in late, after 
the dinner had been in progress for a 
time, and was accompanied by Scott 
< 
Ilone of the Washington Post, his 
host of the evening. Before taking his 
seat, directly in front of the president 
of the United States, he bowed low to 
that official and then made a sweep­ 
ing salaam to the assembled company. 
Senator Beveridge was introduced 
and shook hands. 
William H. Taft, 
then governor general of the Philip­ 
pines, who had crossed the ocean on 
the same ship with the grand vizier, 
walked across the dining room and 
shook hands, expressing his pleasure 
at seeing him again. Senators Aldrich, 
Gorman and H anna and Speaker Can­ 
non. sitting near by, were introduced. 
After the dinner had progressed for 
a time President Louis A. Coolidge in­ 
troduced the oriental guest as one who 
bad journeyed far and who came that 
night with views he had gathered in 
his travels, 
Mirza All Asgar Khan, with more 
profound Lows, said that his message 
to the Gridiron club and its guests had 
been written, as he was somewhat im­ 
perfect in our language, and then lie 
began to read from large sheets of pa­ 
per. 
“The people of the United States,” he 
began, “are watching every day to see 
whether* tiicre is to be a war in the old 
world. 
In the east we also watch for 
iTint war. It is to observe preparations 
for that war that I travel 
“I was in Japan before I came to 
this country. In Persia we take great 
interest in Japan, because the next 
war will be the great struggle between 
the civilizations of the east and west. 
We believe that the eastern civilization 
will overcome the western civilization. 
“This will mark the downfall of Rus­ 
sia, that treacherous power that lias 
plotted against peace of mankind from 
the days of Peter the Great and has 
been the hypocrite, the false friend of 
every weaker power it has aimed to 
destri >y.” 
He was interrupted by a member of 
the club, who suggested that as the 
Russian ambassador was our guest no 
such discussion should be permitted. 
Mirza AH looked puzzled and contin­ 
ued : 
“The barbarous rule of Germany will 
be brought to an end, and a higher mo- 
rality will supplant the vicious rule of 
the vandals who have kept the intelli­ 
gence of Europe under a reign of ter­ 
ror”-— 
Again he was interrupted and atten­ 
tion called to the presence of the Ger­ 
man ambassador. 
The situation was 
explained to the grand vizier, and he 
turned over two or three pages of his 
manuscript and continued: 
“And then Great Britain, the tradi­ 
tional enemy of the free American peo­ 
ple-perfidious Albion, as she is called 
by one of your poets—she has been the 
trader of the world—buyer and seller 
of men—pretending to love liberty, but 
hypocritically sheltering slavery when 
it could be to her interest”— 
President Uoolidge stopped him by 
sharp raps of the gavel. The faces of 
the diplomats were drawn into frowns 
of disapproval. 
Guests and members 
were aghast, while President Roose­ 
velt looked as if he thought it was the 
makings of a bully row. 
“We are very much obliged,” said 
Mr. Uoolidge, “to his excellency the 
grand vizier, but as some members of 
the British embassy are with us"— 
“You will not let me speak,” said the 
vizier angrily; “then I bid you good 
night! 
You invite me here—you ask 
me to speak—I prepare my speech— 
you are as bad as the rest. You have 
no free press—you have no free speech! 
I go.” 
And as he was making sweeping ges­ 
tures he tore away his fez, wig and 
beard, and there stood Francis E. 
LeUpp of the New York Evening Tost. 
He had put over the greatest hoax 
ever perpetrated by the Gridiron club. 
Tlie real Mirza All Asgar Khan had 
sailed for Europe that very day.

W h y, From a Legal Standpoint, There 
is Now No Such Title. 
There Is no sucli person now as 
the emperor of Germany, and there 
never has been so far as a Prussian 
king is concerned. 
Further, there is a 
reason why such is so. 
It is no mere 
quibble over the form of a name. 
Emperor of Germany was a title as­ 
sumed by Rudolph, count of Hapsburg, 
in 12T3. By the pragmatic sanction of 
1439 the title, then held by Albert II., 
was confined in perpetuity to the house 
of Austria. 
This succession came to 
an end in the person of Francis II., 
who after his crushing defeat by Napo­ 
leon resigned bis title of emperor of 
Germany and took that of emperor of 
Austria, 1806. At the same time Aus­ 
tria withdrew from the leadership of 
the Germanic states, and Prussia, once 
a mere fief of Poland, stepped into the 
position. 
That movement, however, 
was gradual, entailing many other 
changes, and it was not till 1871 that 
the new German confederation com­ 
pleted its dream by the king of Prussia 
becoming German emperor. 
William I. imagined then and contin­ 
ued to imagine to his dying day that he 
had a right to the older title, but Bis 
marck would have none of it, and his 
mandate, 
German emperor, 
became 
law. The reason was obvious, the em­ 
perors of Germany being the represent­ 
atives of the ancient empire of the 
west, the Holy Roman Empire, a posi­ 
tion impossible to the Lutheran de­ 
scendant 
of 
Brandenburg 
electors. 
Moreover “emperor of” meant, as in 
Russia it still means, sovereign lord 
absolutely of land and people.—Phila­ 
delphia lbedger. 
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Pomp In the W h ite House. 
Pretty Julia Gardiner, the New York 
girl who became the second wife of 
President John Tyler, more than thirty 
years her senior, eight months before 
the close of his term, was an heiress, 
and this fact had no little influence on 
the social innovations with which she 
startled our ancestors. 
The twenty- 
four-year-old “First Lady” had been 
educated abroad, and she attempted to 
engraft the pomp of royalty upon the 
simple White House customs, wearing 
a headdress which imitated a crown 
and surrounding herself with a group 
of maids of honor.—New York World.

He sta- 
ted that lie had been before the 
grand jury and had testified to this. 
Outside of -the testimony of Cas- 
sady the evidence against Vanatta 
was pratcically the same as intro- 
duced in police court. 'At the first 
trial of the ease Vanatta was fined 
$50 and sentenced to 90 days in jail.

Scant Use of the Greek Word "Polii" 


In Town Nomenclature.- 


"Gallipoll, in the 'Dardanelles, Is pro- 


nounced with the accent on the sec- 
ond syllable," said a college tutor, "but 
Galllpolls, the county seat of Gallia 
county, O., has been pronounced by the 
people there for a hundred years or 
more 'Gallipolice.' 


"GalJIa county /was settled, by the 


French about 1788, who gave It the 
name the Romans gave to their coun-J 
try, and they mtsed Rome and Greece 
for the name of their county seat, 
which thereupon became a good Amer- 
ican name and has so remained to this 
day, 
which brings up the use of the 


Greek word "polls" in the construction 
of our town nomenclature. 
'In a country whose people are so 


fond of calling their towns, ho matter 
how small, 'cities' it would seem that 
'polls' would be foremost in our urban 
compounds; but, strangely enough, it is! 
not so. As far as I can discover it ia 
used only in Indianapolis, Minneapolis, 
Annapolis, Copperopolls, Metropolis, 
Kanopolls, Cosmopolls, Deinopolis, Gal- 
lipolis and Opolis. 


"Indianapolis, Ind., has a namesake 


In. Oklahoma; Minneapolis, Minn., has 
one In Kansas and one In North Caro- 
lina; Annapolis, Md., has one each ill 
California, Illinois, Missouri and Ohio. 
California has a Copperopolis in addi- 
tion t& her Annapolis; Kansas has a 
Kanopolls and an Opolis In addition to 
her Minneapolis; Washington has Cos- 
mopolis and Alabama Demopolis, while 
Nevada has a Metropolis, and Illinois 
has the same and an Annapolis. ~ Final- 
ly Ohio has Gallipolis, and it alone of

The report, contains- affidavits 


showing the efforts made by German 
agents to purchase arms and ship 
them to Mexico as an armament for 
General Huerta. 


The description of the expenditure 


of fche $12,000,000 has to do with the 
activities in this country of Captain 
Frank von Rintelen and his associa- 
tes. -Captain von Kintelen 
arrived 


from Europe at the same time Gen- 
eral TJuertsi came here from Spain. 
He left this country after Huerta's 
arrest and the publication of details 
of the plot in which Huerta was al- 
leged to be implicated. 
Von Rin- 


telen was taken off the Noordam by 
the British and placed in the Tower 
of London, where it has been re- 
ported -that h'e was shot and later 
ihat he was alive, but soon to be 
shot. The report gives greater detail 
of the work of Captain von Rintelen, 
and contains evidence against the 
men wlio represented him in buying 
ammunition and seeking to smuggle 
it into Mexico. The 'evidence comes 
from scores of witnesses, and many 
of them will be called before the Fed- 
eral Grand Jury in this city. The 
Government has witnesses ready to 
testify, it is said, regarding a con- 
spiracy first to equip Huerta for -a 
resolution,- after -his arrest, to aid 
Felix Diaz, and later to aid Villa. 
At first, it is said, the object was to 
involve the United States in a Mex- 
ican, war in order to put an end to 
the danger of trouble with Germany.

It regards the 
sun as the center of the solar system 
and'the planets, of which the earth is 
one, as revolving around it, while 
around the majority of these primary, 
one or more secondary orbs, known 
as moons, revolve. The first stars are 
regarded as suns, each with its own 
planetary system.

FAIRLY BLAZED WITH ABUSE. 


It Looked Very Much Like the Makings 


of "a Bully Row," but the Surpri«ing 
Climax Averted All Danger of Diplo- 
matic Complications. 
In January, 1904,- Mirza All Asgar 


TTiinn, former grand vizier of Persia, 
was making a trip around the world 
and "was hooked to sail to Europe from 
Sew york. His attendance at the 
Gridiron clubt dinner in Washington 
was announced in the newspapers. 
What happened'at that banquet is 
thus dramatically described by Arthur 
Wallace Dunn In his book, "Gridiron 
lights:"

The grand vizier came in late, after 


flie dinner had been in progress for a 
time, and was accompanied by Scott 
C. Bone of the Washington Post, his 
host of the evening. Before taking his 
seat, directly in front of the president 
of the United. States, he bowed low to 
that official and then made a sweep- 
ins salaam-to the assembled company. 


and shook hands. ' William H. Taft, 
then governor general of the Philip-., 
pines, who had crossed the ocean on 
the same ship with the grand vizier, 
walked across the dining room and 
shook hands, expressing his pleasure 
at seeing Wm again. Senators Aldrich, 
Gorman and Hanna and Speaker Can- 
non, sitting near by, were introduced. 


After the dinner had progressed for 


a time President Louis A. Coolldge in- 
troduced the oriental guest as one who 
had journeyed far and who came that 
night -with views he had gathered in 
his travels. 


Mirza All Asgar Khan, with more 


profound, bows, said that his message 
to the Gridiron club and its guests had 
J>een written, as he was somewhat im- 
perfect In our language, and then he 
began to read from large sheets of pa- 
per. 


"The people of the United States," he 


began, "are watching every day to see' 
whether* there is to be a war-in the old 
world. In the east we also watch for 
that war. It is to observe preparations 
'for that war that I travel. 


"I was In Japan before I came to 


this country. In Persia we take great 
interest in Japan, because the nest 
war will be the great struggle between 
the civilizations of the east and west 
We believe that the eastern civilization 
Trill overcome the western civilization. 


"This -will mark the downfall of Ens- 


sia, that treacherous power that .has 
plotted against peace of mankind from 
the days of Peter the Great and has 
been the hypocrite^ the false friend of 
every weaker power it has aimed to 
destroy." 


He was interrupted by a member of 


the club, who suggested that as the 
Russian ambassador was our guest no 
such discussion should be permitted. 
Mirza All looked puzzled and contin- 
ued: 


"The barbarous" rule of Germany will 


be brought to an end, and a higher mo- 
rality will supplant the viclous.rule" of 
the vandals who have kept the intelli- 
gence of Europe under a reign of 'ter- 
ror"— 


Again he was Interrupted and atten- 


tion called to file presence of the Ger- 
man ambassador. The situation was 
explained to the grand vizier, and he 
turned over two or three pages of his 
manuscript and continued: 


"And 
then Great Britain, the tradi- 


tional enemy of the free American peo- 
ple—perfidious Albion, as she is called 
by one of your poets—she has been the 
trader of the -world—buyer and seller 
of men—pretending to love liberty, but
